besides,  it  was  nut  like  banking*- we 
could  not  injaie  any  one  by  a  failure 

H  iring  made  trial*  upon  ourselves  until 
we  were  tired  of  the  subjects,  and  with 
satisfactory  results,  we  considered  our¬ 
selves  sufficiently  advanced  to  begin;  ami 
a*  we  intended  to  practice  for  the  love  of 
the  art.  and  not  for  inerr.  we  held  that  we 
hud  a  right  to  select  our  subjects  Accord¬ 
ingly,  we  had  bot  to  signify  our  wishes 
utid  the  next  morning  put  our  house  in  or¬ 
der  for  tbe  rcreption  of  onr  fair  visitor* 
We  cleared  everything  out  of  the  ham 
mock,  toiik  the  vrashhajid  basin  off  the 
chair,  and  threw  odds  and  ends  into  one 
corner;  and  as  the  son  was  pouring  its 
ray*  warmly  and  brightly  into  our  cloor,  it 
wna  farther  lighted  np  by  the  entry  ol 
three  yonUg  Indies,  with  their  respective 
papas  and  mammas.  We  had  great  difficul 
ly  In  Ending  than*  nil  neat*,  and  were 
obliged  to  put  the  two  mammas  into  the 
bxmmoek  together.  The  young  Indie* 
were  dressed  in  their  prettiest  costume, 
with  earrings  and  chains,  and  their  hair 
adorned  with  flower*.  Ait  were  pretty, 
and  one  was  much  more  tlisn  pretty;  not 
in  the  style  o  Spanish  lx-*uty.  with  dark 
eye*  and  hair,  but  a  delicate  tnd  dangerous 
blonde,  simple,  nutaral,  snd  unaffected, 
beautiful  without  knowing  it,  and  really 
because  she  could  uot  help  it.  Ilex  name, 
too,  was  poetry  itself.  I  mu  bound  to  sin 
gle  tier  out,  for,  late  on  the  evening  ol  our 
departure  from  Merida,  she  sent  us  a  large 
rake,  measuring  out  three  feet  in  circum¬ 
ference  by  six  inches  deep,  which,  by-the- 
way,  everything  being  packed  up,  I  smoth¬ 
ered  into  a  pair  of  aaddlg-bags,  and  spoil¬ 
ed  some  of  Ua)  scanty  stock  of  wearing  ap¬ 
parel. 

T1»c  ceremonies  of  tbe  reception  over, 
we  made  immediate  preparations  lo  tx-girC 
Much  foim  ikt)d  circumstance  were  nece* 
sary  in  settling  prcliminariea  ;  and  ns  we 
were  iu  no  burry' to  get  rid  ot  our  subject# 
We  had  more  formalities  than  usual  to  go 
through  with. 

Our  first  subject  was  tbe  lady  of  the  po¬ 
etical  name  It  wa*  naceasary  to  hold  a 
consultation  upon  her  cn*4u*ie,  whether 
the  rolora  were  pretty  ahd  aurh  a*  would 
lie  brought  out  well  or  not;  whether  a 
scarf  around  t|ie  neck  wa*  advisable  ; 
wh'thct  the  hair  was  well  arranged,  the 
ru»c  becoming,  and  in  the  best  position; 
then  to  change  it,  and  consider  the  effect 
of  the  cluingr,  and  to  say  ami  do  many 
other  things  which  may  suggest  thero- 
arlve*  to  the  reader'*  imagination,  and  all 
which  give  rise  to  many  profound  remark* 
in  regard  to  artistical  effect,  and  occupied 
inoch  time. 

Tbe  lady  being  arrayed  to  the  brat  ad- 
Tantaga,  it  waa  aeoraaary  to  seat  her  with 
wfrrrsrr  tn  a  right  adjustment  of  light 
and  akada;  to  r x amine  carefully  the  fall 
ot  the  light  uponj  her  face  ;  then  to 
consult  whether  it  naa  Iwtter  to  take  a 
front  or  a  aid*  daw  ;  to  look  at  the  face 
Cerafallr  in  both  position#  ,  and.  Anally,  It 
waa  nsri  isary  to  secure  the  head  I*  the 
Tight  position  (  that  It  akonld  b*  neither 
too  high  nor  too  low  ;  too  much  on  urn 
able  nor  on  the  other ;  and  *a  this  reqnlr 
ed  great  nicety,  tt  was  sometimes  actually 
indlnpenaahle  to  turn  the  beautiful  little 
head  with  onr  own  hands,  which,  however, 
wae  a  eery  innocent  way  of  turning 
young  lady'a  head.

and  the  plate  was  take.)  out.  • 

So  far  our  course  had  b  an  before  the 
wind.  Every  new  formality  had  hut  in¬ 
creased  our  imporlauce  iu  the  eyes  of  our 
fair  visitors  und  their  respectable  compani¬ 
ons.  Mr.  Gather  wood  retired  to  the  ad 
joining  room  to  put  the  plate  in  the  mer¬ 
cury  Inalh,  while  we,  not  knowing  what 
the  result  might  Ik-,  a  little  fca'rTuT,  and 
ueilher  wiaiung  to  rob  another  of  the 
honor  he  might  be  justly  entitled  to,  nor 
to  be  dragged  down  by  another's  failure, 
thought  Lest  to  have  it  distinctly  under¬ 
stood  that  Mr.  Cat  her  wood  was  the  maes¬ 
tro,  and  that  we  were  merely  amateur*. 
At  the  same  time,  on  Mr.  Cutberwood’*  ac¬ 
count,  1  took  occasion  to  suggest  that  the 
proccaa  was  to  complicated,  and  its  success 
depended  upon  such  a  variety  ol  minute 
circmustanccs,  it  seemed  really  wonderful 
that  it  ever  turned  out  well.  The  plate 
might  not  be  good,  or  uot  well  cleaned,  or 
the  chemical*  might  not  be  of  the  beat  : 
or  the  piste  might  be  iclt  too  long  in  the 
iodine  box.  or  taken  out  too  a<  -on  ;  or  left 
too  long  in  the  bi  online  box,  or  taken  out 
too  at  ton  ;  or  a  ray  of  light  might  strike 
it  011  putting  it  into  the  camera  or  in  lak 
ing  it  out;  nr  it  might  be  left  loo  long  in 
the  camera  or  taken'  out  too  soon  ;  or  tn<> 
long  m  the  mercury  bath  or  taken  out  too 
soou  ;  and  even  though  ail  these  proc 
were  right  and  regular,  there  might  he 
some  other  fault  of  omission  or  commission 
which  we  were  not  aware  of;  beside* 
which,  climate  and  Atmosphere  had  great 
influent'1,  and  ungkl  render  ail  of  uoaiaiL. 
These  little  suggestions  we  coniidtred  ne- 
ccannry  to  prevent  too  trreat  a  disappoint¬ 
ment  iu  cast-  ol  failure  ;  And  perhaps  our 
fair  visitors  were  somewhat  surprised  at 
our  audacity  in  undertaking  at  all  such  a 
doubtful  experiment,  and  using  them  as 
instrument*.  The  result,  however,  was 
enough  to  induce  us  never  ngnin  to  adopt 
prudential  measure*,  for  the  young  lady’s 
image  wa*  stamped  upon  the  plalr,  and 
made  a  picture  which  enchanted  her  and 
j-Atistied  the  critical  judgment  of  her 
friends  and  admirer*. 

Our  experiments  npon  the  other  Indie* 
were  iquaily  successful,  and  the  morning 
glided  sway  in lliis  pleasant  occupation 

15  e  continued  practising  a  tew  day* 
longer  ;  and  as  all  on?  good  reaults  were 
extensively  shown,  and  ibe  poor  ones  we 
took  c  ire  to  keep  out  of  s-ght.  otir  repnta 
tion  increased,  and  we  had  abundance  of 
applications. 

In  this  state  of  things  we  requested 
some  friends  to  whom  we  were  undei  many 
obligatiims,  to  l*e  permitted  to  wait  upon 
them  at  their  houses.  On  receiving  their 
assent,  the  next  morning  at  nice  o'clock, 
Mr.  C‘.  in  scale**,  with  all  the  complicated 
apparatus  puked  around  him,  drove  up 
to  their  door.  1  followed  on  foot.  It 
was  ■  ur  intention  tn  go  through  the  whole 
family,  uncle*,  aunts,  grandchildren,  down 
to  Indian  servants,  aa  many  as  would  sit ; 
but  man  is  born  to  disappointment.  I 
spare  tbe  reader  the  recital  of  our  misfor 
rune*  that  day.  It  would  lie  too  distress 
ing.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  we  tried  plats- 
niter  pla'r,  sitting  after  sitting,  varying 
light,  time,  and  other  points  of  the  pro¬ 
cess  ;  but  it  was  all  in  vain.  The  atub- 
hArn  instrument  seemed  bent  upon  con- 
founding  us,  and,  covering  onr  confusion 
a#  well  aa  we  could,  we  gathered  up  our 
Daguerreotype  and  carried  otiraelvea  off. 
What  was  the  cause  of  onr  complete  dis¬ 
comfiture  we  never  ascertained,  but  we  re¬ 
solved  to  give  up  business  as  ladies’  Da¬ 
guerreotype  portrait  taker*. 

There  was  on*  interesting  incident  run 
nrcted  with  our  abort  career. of  practice 
Among  the  portraits  put  forth  waa  nae  of 
^Isdy,  which  cam*  to  the  knowledge  of  a 
gentleman  particularly  interested  in  th* 
fair  original.  This  gentleman  had  never 
taken  any  special  notice  of  u*  hrfora,  but 
now  be  called  upon  ua,  and  very  naturally 
the  conversation  turned  upon  the  art  of 
which  we  were  th  -n  pr<>f<  aaora.  The  pur 
trait  of  thia  lady  was  mentioned,  and  by 
the  time  he  had  finished  hi*  third  straw 
eigar,  hr  nnbardrned  himself  of  the 
special  object  of -hi*  vjait,  which  waa  to 
ptucun  6  portrait  of  bar  for  himaalf.  This 
■mined  natural  enough,  and  we  assented 
provided  ha  would  get  her  to  ait ;  but  he 
did  not  wish  either  her  or  her  friend*  to 
know  anything  about  it  This  was  a  diffi 
ewity.  It  waa  not  vary  easy  U*  take  it  by 
stealth.  However  strong  aa  impression  * 
young  lady  may  make  by  a  glance  upon 
some  substance*,  *h«  can  do  nothing  upon 
n  silver  plate  Her*  ah*  requires  th*  aid 
of  iodine,  liromina.  and  mercury .  But  the 
young  man  waa  fertile  in  expedient*.  He 
asid  that  w*  could  easily  make  some  ex 
cose,  promising  her  something  more  per 
fart,  and  in  making  two  nr  three  imprr* 
dona,  could  slip  on#  away  for  him  This 
waa  by  no  means  a  hod  suggest 
least  ao  tar  aa  ha  waa  conoeroad,  hat  wv 
had  some  qualm*  of  rnuartooa*.  While 
we  were  deliberating  a  matter  wae  Intro- 
dared  which  perhaps  lay  a*  *a*r  Dr.  (Tab 
of*  bean  aa  tbs  young  lady  did  that 


We  csitainiy  took  no  trouble  fo  spread 
this  nolle*,  but  th*  next  morning,  when 
we  returned  from  breakfast,  there  wa*  a 
gathering  of  aquiut-eyed  hoys  around  the 
door,  who,  with  their  friend*  and  backers, 
made  a  formidable  appearance,  and  almost 
obstructed  our  entrance.  As  soon  aa  the 
door  opened  there  was  s  rusli  insula  ,  and 
as  some  of  these  slanting  eyes  might  not  he 
able  to  diat-nguiah  between  meunt  and 
tuuui,  we  were  obliged  to  help  their  pro¬ 
prietors  out  into  the  street  again. 

At  ten  o'clock  the  big  labia  wa*  drnwu 
up  to  the  window,  and  the  mattress  sad 
pillow  were  spread  upon  it,  bnt  tbeie  was 
•  ueb  a  gathering  around  the  window  that 
we  had  lo  bang  up  a  sheet  before  it.  I11- 
vitatious  had  been  givrn  to  Dr.  Bsdo  and 
Dr  Munoz,  aud  alt  pliy-u  a.is  w ho  chose 
t«* -come,  and  having  met  the  giivirnor  in 
I  the  evening,  I  had  a»kod  him  to  in.*  preseut.

ol  new  diacoverie*  in  science  is  slow  rmch- 
in||  it,  aqj  the  new  operation  of  Mous. 
Guerin  for  the  cuti  of  strabismus  had  not 
been  heard  of.  In  private  interconrse  w< 
had  spoken  ot  thia  o|K-ratiou,  and,  in 
order  to  mnke  it  kuown.  and  exteud  it* 
benefits.  Doctor  C'aliot  had  offered  tn  per¬ 
form  it  in  Merida.  The  Merida  people 
have  generally  flue  eyes,  but,  eithir  tie 
cause  <>ur  attention  was  particularly  direct¬ 
ed- to  it,  or  that  it  is  really  the  caae,  there 
seemed  to  be  more  squinting  eyes,  or 
biscos,  as  they  are  called,  than  are  u-ually 
“'Ui  in  *7iy  one  town,  and  in  Merida,  aa  in 
some  other  places,  this  is  not  esteemed  a 
beauty  ;  but,  cither  from  want  of  confi¬ 
dence  in  a  stranger,  or  a  cheap  estimation 
ol  the  qualifications  of  a  medico  who  ask¬ 
ed  no  pay  for  his  services,  the  doctor’s 
philanthropic  purpose*  were  not  appn-ci- 
sted.  At  least,  no  one  cared  to  be  ihc 
tirat  ;  and  aa  the  doctor  had  no  aample  ol 
bin  •kill  with  him.  no  subject  offi-red. 

We  had  fixed  the  day  lor  our  departure; 
and  the  evening  hut  one  before,  a  direct 
overture  wax  made  to  the  doctor  to  per¬ 
form  the  operation.  The  subject  wu  a 
boy.  and  the  application  in  hi*  behalf  was 
made  by  a  gentleman  who  formed  one  of  a 
circle  in  which  we  were  in  the  habit  of 
visiting,  and  whom  we  were  all  happy  to 
have  it  in  onr  power  to  servo. 

At  ten  o'ehvck  the  doctor’s  »ub|ect  made 
hi*  appearance  He  was  tbe  son  of  a  bi¬ 
dew  Indy  of  very  respectable  family,  almul 
lourtcen  years  old,  but  small  of  statu  e, 
and  preventing  even  to  the  fnb*t“ca*ual 
glance  the  stamp  of  a  little  gentleman. 
He  had  large  Mack  eyea,  but,  unluckily, 
tbeir  expression  wa*  very  much  injured  by 
an  inward  squint.  With  the  light  hearl 
of  lw>jhoo<},  however,  he  seemed  indiffer¬ 
ent  to  hi*  personal  appearance,  and  came, 
a-*  he  said,  because  his  mother  told  him  to 
do  so.  His  handsome  person,  and  modest 
and  engaging  manners,  g«Te  ns  immedi 
ately  a  strong  interest  in  his  favor.  He 
was  accompanied  by  the  gentleman  who 
hail  spoken  of  bringing  him.  Dr  Bsdo.  a 
Guatimalian  educated  in  Paris,  the  oldest 
and  principal  physician  of  Merida,  and  by 
severs!  friend#  of  the  family,  whom  we 
lid  not  know. 

Preparations  were  commenced  immedi¬ 
ately.  The  first  movement  was  to  bring 
out  a  long  table  near  the  widow ;  then  to 
spread  npon  it  a  mattress  and  pillow  ; 
aud  upon  these  to  spread  the  boy.  Until 
the  actual  moment  of  operating,  the  pre¬ 
cise  character  of  this  new  business  bad 
presented  itself  to  my  mind,  and  alto¬ 
gether  it  opened  by  no  meana  #0  favorably 
a*  Daguerreotype  practice. 

Not  aiming  to  be  technical,  I  wit  deairing 
to  give  t)>*  reader  the  benefit  of  such  scrap* 
of  learning  aa  I  pick  up  in  my  travels, 
modern  science  ha*  discovered  that  the 
eye  is  retained  in  its  orbit  by  six  muscles, 
which  pull  it  up  and  down,  inward  and 
oat  ward,  and  that  the  undue  contraction 
of  either  of  three  muscles  produce*  that 
oTillqnlty  called  squinting,  which  was  once 
supposed  to  proceed  from  convulsion*  in 
childhood,  or  other  unknown  cause*.  The 
care  diarovered  ia  the  catting  of  the  con 
trnrtcd  muscle,  by  mean*  of  which  the  eye 
falls  Immediately  into  Ra  proper  place. 
Thia  muscle  lie*  under  the  aorface  ;  and, 
a a  tt  !•  neeeaaary  to  pass  through  a  mem 
brane  of  the  eye,  the  catting  rgR9°t  be 
done  with  a  broadaze  sr  a  handsaw.  In 
fact,  it  requires  a  knowledge  of  the  anato¬ 
my  n(  the  eye,  manna!  dexterity,  fine  In 
st  rumen  la,  and  Mr.  Catherwood  and  myself 
lor  assistant*. 

Onr  patient  remained  perfectly  quiet, 
with  hi#  little  hand*  folded  acroa*  Jiia 
breast ;  bat  whll*  the  knife  was  rotting 
throngh  the  mnsele  he  gave  one  groan,  ao 
piteon*  and  heart-rending,  that  it  sent  into 
the  next  room  all  who  were  not  immedi 
ately  engaged.  Bnt  before  the  sound  of 
the  groan  had  died  awsy  the  operation 
waa  over,  and  the  hoy  rose  with  his  eye 
Meediag.  but  parfrrtly  straight  A  hand- 
age  waa  tied  over  it.  and,  with  a  few 
direction*  for  Iu  treatment,  amid  the  con¬ 
gratulations  and  praises  of  all  pre#*nt. 
and  wearing  the  tame  smile  with  which  he 
bad  entered,  the  little  fellow  walked  off  to 
hi*  mother 

The  new*  of  this  wonder  spread  rapid¬ 
ly,  and  before  nigkt  Dr.  Cshnt  bad  aumer 
on*  and  preening  applications,  among 
which  was  rm*  from  a  gentleman  whom  we 
wrre  alt  desirous  tn  oblige,  and  who  ttad 
this  defect  in  both  ryi*. 

On  his  account  w*  determined  to  post 
pone  owr  departure  another  day  ;  and.  in 
furtherance  of  Ida  original  pwrpoae.  Dr. 
(’abut  mentioned  that  he  would  perform 
the  operation  upon  all  who  chose  to  offer.

A*  soon  as  the  doctor  began  to 
cut  the  tn  iscle.  however,  our  strapping 
patient  gave  sign*  of  resitleaaiietia  ;  and  all 
at  once,  with  an  actual  bellow,  be  jerked 
his  hud  on  one  aide,  carried  away  the 
doctor**,  hook,  and  shut  his  eye  upon  ii 
with  a  sort  of  lockjaw  grip,  as  if  deter¬ 
mined  it  should  never  be  drawn  out.
